other claim limitations. Regarding claim 3, Aoyama et al. does not teach the 
feature of "processing means for performing different sharpness enhancement 
processing on the image signal in accordance with the sampling information to 
obtain a processed image signal," this, in combination with the other claim 
limitations. Regarding claim 5, Aoyama et al. does not teach the feature of 
"performing different sharpness enhancement processing on the image signal in 
accordance with the sampling information to obtain a processed image signal," 
this, in combination with the other claim limitations.
